Not Too Great a Price 


A CENTURY ago, Michael Faraday, the great physicist, 
was showing to a guest in his laboratory a curious thing: 
whenever an electric current began to flow in a wire placed 
near a compass needle, the needle was diverted. The bored 
guest said, “‘Very interesting, but of what use is it?” Faraday 
countered, ‘‘Of what use is a baby?” 

That reply was a reflection of faith and an expression of 
greatness. Its significance is this: the entire electrical industry of 
the world today—the millions of motors and generators, the 
billions of lamps—depend upon the application of the principle 
Faraday demonstrated to his unappreciative guest. To have 
sensed dimly this future, as Faraday did, places him in the 
austere company of seers. 


Noruinc is so difficult as to foresee consequences. Blind to the 
future, we cannot tell what we may have done to our lives by 
any simple act. A certain man, for example, returning from the 
first world war, stopped for a moment to visit a boyhood 
friend in St. Louis. As an ultimate consequence, his home was 
moved two thousand miles, his career was diverted into un- 
thought-of channels, and his children married persons whom 
otherwise they would not have known existed. 


THE WAR in Europe is ended. The world is filled with graves, 
tended and untended—graves covered with perpetual snow; 
graves smothered and already lost in jungle grasses. What do 
these deaths mean? Are they all waste—a blind and idiotic 
destruction of the best and the strongest? We do not yet know, 
of course. But we do know this: that it is the duty of the living 
to make these tragic sacrifices worth while; to unite in an 
effort to determine that they shall not be required again; to 
strive that a way may be found whereby the tools and sciences 
that have been invented and found out shall not be permitted, 
as they will surely do unless restrained, to destroy completely 
all of the better things that surround life and that we call 
civilization. Are we big enough for this task? None of us is as 
much as a hundred generations removed from the savage, who 
killed because he wanted to, and because he was strong. Can 
we thwart this inheritance, change our wretched natures and 
become sublime, as our aspirations already are? This is the 
crucial moment in history: the moment in which men will 
decide either to go on to a realization of their unlimited pos- 
sibilities, or to revert to their beginnings. 

The substantial basis of hope is that none is so stupid that he 
cannot see this issue. In San Francisco it pervaded the air; 
it induced compromise and agreement. A charter has been 
written, embodying, in some measure, the aspirations of man- 
kind. What will be the. consequences? Nothing, cynics will 
say, but another military alliance, with power reserved to the 
strong who have it anyway. Much, say the idealists. Conscience 
has entered into international affairs. 


WHO Is RIGHT? It is too early to know. We do know, however, 
that a new force of cooperation has entered into the business 
of nations: something not now very impressive, but something 
that may grow to power. To the critics we may repeat Fara- 
day’s challenge, ““Of what use is a baby?” Perhaps this first 
great step means that a better, saner 

future is opening; that our dead have Cd re 
not died in vain. ‘

Now We Can Have 
Hyacinths Again 


By R. Milton Carleton 





Rich color will come back to early spring gardens with the planting again 
of hyacinths in their lavish range of reds, maize-yellows, dark and light 
lavenders, sea-shell and dark-rose pinks, waxy whites, and deepest purples 


Hyacinrus can bloom again 
and sweeten gardens all over Amer- 
ica next spring. 

All during the German occupa- 
tion of the Low Countries, the in- 
genious Dutch growers managed to 
husband their precious foundation 
stocks and produce bulbs for mar- 
keting. Now, under government 
eontrol, all stocks of spring-flowering 
bulbs will be offered first to America. 
There will be tulips and daffodils in 
addition to the precious hyacinths, 
and a few crocuses as well. 

Eager buyers will find many an 
unfamiliar name on the bulb lists 
this fall. Faced with the need for 
carrying on in spite of German oc- 
cupation, determined Dutch grow- 
ers held on to their stocks of precious 
novelties. Many of the older favor- 
ites had to be sacrificed so newer and 
improved sorts could be saved. For 
that reason, many of the varieties 
that will be offered this fall have 
never been grown on this side of the 
Atlantic. 


Hyacintus, tho the most fra- 
grant of all spring flowers, are not the 
easiest of bulbs to grow. They do 
their best in a light, rich soil which 
will hold moisture, yet is well 
drained. Plenty of organic matter— 
peatmoss, leafmold, rotted manure, 
is almost a necessity, but give them 
no fresh manure. Plant the big bulbs 
after the first frost, setting the tip 
of each bulb 5 inches below the sur- 
face. 

Hyacinths show off to best ad- 
vantage when set in clumps of 5 to 
7 with the bulbs spaced 8 inches 
apart. This is a particularly good 


way to add them to a mixed border. 
To do the best job, remove the soil 
for each clump to a depth of 8 
inches. Space the bulbs as you want 
them, making certain that they’re 
sitting upright as they’re covered. 
Press the soil down firmly over them 
with the flat of your hands. 


lr THE soil is dry when you decide 
to plant, water the planting spots 
well a half day before setting the 
bulbs. But don’t risk damage by 
flooding newly set bulbs. Apply a 
loose mulch several inches deep 
after the ground freezes, to keep the 
frost in and so prevent heaving. 
Hyacinth roots are brittle and break 
easily. Disturb them as little as pos- 
sible. 

Remember we discovered, before 
the war stopped their import, that 
hyacinth bulbs for informal garden 
planting need not be those graded 
as exhibition size. In fact, slightly 
smaller bulbs are preferred for 
planting outdoors since their bloom 
spikes are not so heavy that they 
need staking. 


Hyacintus run thru the whole 
rainbow. Swiss Blue Pansies draw 
appreciative whistles when set down 
at the feet of yellow hyacinths. 
Forget-me-nots flatter the deep 
red shades. Apricot violas do the 
same for the lavender-blues. The 
deep blues look even richer with 
pansies of butter yellow or fawn 
shades beside them, while white 
violets and pure white bedding 
violas are exactly right with the pale 
pinks and glowing, carmine hya- 
cinth spikes.

Fireman, heed that furnace! 
Your job of operating a home heat- 
ing plant with coal is almost a 
national trust this winter! East of 
the Mississippi, coal use is restricted 
by the Government to 80 percent of 
normal—almost as severe as oil 
rationing, which runs about 75 per- 
cent. “Black diamonds” are taking 
the place of war fuels in several mil- 
lion homes, so the supply in your 
bin must be fed to your furnace with 
respect. 

Whether you burn anthracite or 
bituminous coal, your heating com- 
fort is more than two-thirds -de- 
pendent on your heating equipment, 
about one-fourth on how you fire. 
A laboratory analysis of 500 heating 
complaints showed that 67 percent 
were due to faulty equipment. Most 
coal heating plants aren’t bought 
like cars, complete from radiator 
cap to the rear license plate holder. 
Instead, they’re usually assembled 
by a heating contractor who com- 
bines chimney,. radiators or regis- 
ters, boilers or furnaces, and the 
other necessary parts, often with no 
idea of your individual taste in 
heating. 

That’s why, if you were to add such 
improvements as automatic therm- 
ostats for hand-fired plants, or 
magazine feeds, or stokers to your 
coal heating system, you would 
have a heating engineer check the 
system’s condition, cleanliness, size 
and general suitability for your 


heating needs. So, to get the utmost in 
comfort from the coal you’ll burn this 
season, check the same things now. 

The chimney or flue is the most 
important single part—except the 
heater itself—in your system. And 
the most troublesome. A chimney 
isn’t just a pretty thing with a 
plume of smoke. It’s there, first of 
all, to pull air thru the fire and main- 
tain combustion at the right rate. 
Ninety percent of heating-equip- 
ment difficulties are in the chimney. 
You can check the height of yours 
yourself, to be sure that it extends 
three feet above any nearby build- 
ings or trees and thus assures plenty 
of draft. 

If you suspect other chimney 
faults (it may be too narrow, leaky, or 
stopped up), consult a heating engi- 
neer. Make sure your chimney is free 
of fly ash, if you burn anthracite, or of 
soot if you burn bituminous coal. (Use 
the cleanout door at the base of the 
chimney in the basement if there is 
one. Calk it to prevent air leaks, too.) 

These products of combustion 
interfere with draft. Get rid of them, 
not only in the chimney, but where 
they settle on the flueways of your 
heating plant. For they may cause 
as much as 10 percent loss in heat- 
ing efficiency with anthracite, and 
even higher waste with softer fuels. 
A yearly cleaning for the anthracite 
plant, more frequent scraping of 
soot whenever it appears in a bitum- 
inous system, are [ Turn to page 12

essential to economical operation 
with coal heat, just as cleaning is 
for an oil burner. Check for air leaks 
as well as dirt, and replace worn 
smokepipes, warped doors, broken 
grates. 

Supplementing your chimney are 
two other types of draft controls. 
They make your heating plant meet 
your comfort requirements, accord- 
ing to the weather outside, either 
by changing the resistance to draft 
flow, or by varying the temperature 
of the gases of combustion.

In firing, separate green coal from live 
coals: alternate sides on which green 
coal is added to equalize grate wear 


They are: the ashpit damper 
(which controls the _ fire-feeding 
draft by checking the air entering 
the boiler or furnace from beneath) 
and the check damper (which cools 
the gases leaving the boiler and 
“checks” or holds back the fire). 
Both you use daily, together. The 
temperature of combustion gases is 
controlled further by the smokepipe 
turn damper. Relation of these gas 
temperatures in the chimney to the 
temperatures outside determine the 
rate of draft. Keep it closed as far as 


possible, allowing only adequate 
ventilation of combustion gases. ° 


Roaring fires, which require open- 
ing of the turn damper, mean high 
stack temperatures and heat wasted 
up the chimney. 


i 
Now for the actual firing. The 
same survey we mentioned before 
shows that almost a quarter of all 
heating difficulties are due to im- 
proper firing. So let’s lick that prob- 
lem, too. 

Tho fuel is short, you'll do best if 
you always use the full depth of 
your fire pot, keeping the top of the 
fuel bed level with the bottom of the 
fire door. Naturally, you don’t want 
the fire pot full of live coals in mild 
weather. Instead, keep a deep bed 
of ashes under the glowing fuel, to re- 
sist drafts and maintain a slow, 
efficient combustion rate without 
the annoyance of a skimpy, dying 
fire. You can shake the grates and 
add coal, to meet a severe drop in 
temperature, without smothering 


the blaze as you'll certainly do if 


it’s flickering feebly at the bottom 
of the fire pot. 

Your fuel delivery this year may 
be of different-sized coal than you 
ordinarily burn, so you will need to 
adapt your firing methods to the 
available supply. Increase the depth 
of the fuel bed if the coal is larger 
than that ordinarily used. Or if it is 
smaller, keep the fuel bed thinner 
than usual. The larger the coal, 
the less resistance it offers to draft 
thru the fuel bed, and th® more 


thickness or depth of fire you need to 
slow the burning rate to normal. Egg 
and Stove coal require thicker fuel 
beds than the smaller Chestnut and 
Pea sizes. 


Drarts are all-important, and 
probably few home furnace tenders 
ever achieve complete mastery of 
them. So it’s good news that auto- 
matic thermostatic controls to regu- 
late drafts on hand-fired furnaces 
are again available for about the 
value of a baby War Bond. 

These mechanical damper oper- 
ators are controlled by room therm- 
ostats, which prevent overheating 
of furnace or boiler. They give the 
comfort of steady, automatic heat, 
save numerous trips to the basement, 
and more thap pay for themselves 


‘in economical operation. When 


these controls are installed on a good 
heating plant, night and morning 
attention is all that’s necessary, ex- 
cept in extreme weather. 

If you run your coal furnace or 
boiler entirely by hand, start with 
drafts in the “on” position. This 
means having the ashpit damper 
open and the check damper closed. 
Build the fire on a layer of ashes, 
using paper and charcoal or wood 
to start it. When this kindling is 
burning briskly, add a thin layer of 
coal. (NEVER use an inflammable 
liquid to start a fire.) After the first 
layer of coal is well ignited, add 
enough to bring the fuel bed level 
with the bottom of the firing door, 
and maintain it at this level during 
the day and evening when full heat- 
ing comfort is wanted. Leave a ‘“‘live 
spot” of glowing coal whenever you 
refuel. Don’t “slice” at a hard coal 
fire with the poker, or you may mix 
ashes and fresh coal and cause the 
very caking you want to avoid. 

When you shake the grates of your 
heating plant, don’t imitate a terrier 
with a rat. Do it gently, shaking 
only until the first red glow appears 
in the ashpit, or one or two live 
coals drop thru. Why waste good 
coal? Grates can be shaken just be- 
fore coaling for the night, the ashes 
dampened and then removed before 
the next shaking. Letting them pile 
too high may burn out the grates. 


Ox COURSE, you can avoid this 
ash job entirely in either an auto- 
matic or hand fired plant, letting 
the ashes fall into a concealed pit 
beneath the heating plant. Pits can 
hold removable ash cans, or a 
season’s supply to be removed yearly 
by the heating contractor or garbage 
man. 

In banking, close the ashpit 
damper and open the check damper, 
to cut down the draft which spurs 
the fire. Don’t leave the fire door 


open; you only waste fuel unneces- - 


sarily. Overchecking a fire (by turn- 
ing the dampers too far or leaving 
them shut too long) is like setting a 
thermostat too low; it makes the 
house so cold you waste heat the 
next morning overcoming the un- 
healthy chill. Experience will show 
you just how to bank your heating 
plant to maintain night tempera- 
tures efficient and comfortable for 
your family.

Hu OWENS was a typical American 


boy, bursting with energy, full of ideas and 
hipped on machinery. 

He could make the tiredest jalopy perform 
like a 2-year-old. He built short wave sets, 
he rigged up loud speaker arrangements 
which enabled his mother in the kitchen to 
send the younger kids back to bed, and his 
father, without leaving his easy chair, to 
make the dog in the back yard stop barking. 

(Tho Dad Owens didn’t appreciate Hal’s 
ingenuity so much when he caught the lad 
driving his dilapidated Ford around town 
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on the good wheels of the family Buick! 

In the main, however, Hal, given any 
kind of mechanical problem to work on, 
was the busiest, happiest kid in 20 counties. 
But high school was something else again. 
He could get physics and English and Latin 
—his I. Q. showed that 
waste his time on autos and 
electricity. But the way Hal figured, it was 
the physics, Latin, and English that were a 
waste of time. Bored to death with school, he

As a last desperate resort they sent him to 
the new technical high school which had 
been opened to train workers quickly for the 
war industries. With him from the town’s 


leading cultural high school went Alex, con- 
sidered just too dumb to get algebra and 
geometry, and Steve, who had grown too 
fast, and whose consequent inferiority com- 
plexes kept getting mixed in with his studies. 

What happened to these three fugitives 
from a conventional high school education 
is something for all educators and parents to 
think about. 

The national emergency had given the 
tech faculty a chance to break away from 
traditional patterns, and to build curricula 
about the natural interests of American 
Hal, Steve, and their 
first three months working their way around 


youth. Alex spent

skills and interests. Out of junk they made radio transmitters 
that worked. They took a whirl at carpentry, metallurgy, 
electricity, drafting, working on airplane engines. 

To Hal, this kind of school, where his bent for mechanics was 
encouraged instead of being frowned upon, made sense. He 
began getting top grades in physics and English. Alex de- 
veloped a passion for drafting, and to everyone’s surprise, 
proved able to grasp the mathematics he now saw he would 
need to become an engineer. Steve’s outsize and unusual 
strength were an asset in the machine shop. He stopped being 
sensitive about it, and he, too, began applying himself to his 
studies. All three of these boys are headed for college, helped 
to become scholars by using their hands as well as their heads.

as that of wartime, is ours now in schools like the one where

Don’t be thrown off the track by the fact that these are 
called technical high schools. 

Cass Technical High School in Detroit (whose program for 
war veterans was described in last month’s Better Homes © 
Gardens), Crozier Technical in .Dallas, West Technical in 
Cleveland, West Technical in Des Moines, Omaha Technical, 
and Arsenal Technical of Indianapolis, to name outstanding 
examples, do prepare boys and girls to go directly into trades 
or commercial careers. But they also send as many to college 
as the national high school average—several send more—and 
into the learned professions. 

Comprehensive education, as it’s called, is a “doing” type 
of‘learning which appeals to most adolescents. Hand skills, 
which have no place in the conventional high school, often 
end behavior difficulties as well as point the way to future 
vocations. 


« 

We WELCOME ‘tough cases’,”’ says Walter J. E. Scheibel, 
principal of Crozier High in Dallas, “‘because we have found 
that they are not so tough. They are merely realistic and want 
to be shown that education is worth while. We believe we can 
do it better than other schools.” 

Nor is this kind of education an experiment, with its ultimate 
effect upon our cultural patterns an unknown quantity. At 
Arsenal Technical School in Indianapolis, the comprehensive 
system has been proving itself since 1912, when Milo Stuart, 
the first principal, took over an old Civil War arsenal and its 
grounds and built a high school around the particular interests 
of particular boys and girls. 

Hanson H. Anderson, the present principal, a math teacher 
on the origina] faculty and an artillery officer in World War I, 
carries on the Stuart philosophy, letting traditional concepts 
fall where they imay. 

Starting with fewer than 200 pupils, Arsenal Tech had an 
enrollment of 7,000 before World War II, proof [ Turn to page 77

ee plantings around your

evergreens are properly selected and planted. 


It’s the improper selection that brings nine- 
tenths of all dissatisfaction with their use 
For homelike effects, use evergreens more 
or less informal in their habit of growth. 
These harmonize with each other instead of 


standing out as a lot of individual speci- 
mens. Use blue and golden foliaged ever- 
greens sparingly, and globe-shape, pyra- 
midal, and columnar types in groups. 

It’s important that naturally dwarf, low- 
growing evergreens should be used unless 
you wish to spend the rest of your days 
pruning them to be able to see the front of 
your home and to be able to look out from 
your windows and from your porch.

least a half day’s sun. Hemlocks, yews, 
wintercreeper (Euonymus) and Oregon holly- 
grape will grow in considerable shade. 
Junipers and pines require full sun to grow 
well. Practically all evergreens require good 
drainage. Evergreens do not thrive in the 
dry soil in the shade of larger trees because 
of the reduced soil moisture as well as the 
reduced light. 


SUMMER drouths kill many evergreens, 
especially those newly set the previous spring. 

Let a pair of bushy junipers or hollies 
guard the top of a flight of sunny steps. 
Plant wintercreeper at the base of the 


clothes pole. Hold a low bank with creeping | 


junipers. Make a screen of a trellis planted 
with evergreen vines—whatever is really 
winter-hardy with you. Use winter¢reeper 
onachimney.It grows thriftily in sun or shade. 

The evergreens you select will naturally 
have to vary according to your particular 
climate, whether it’s mild or severe. Al- 
ways check with your local nurserymen on

which kinds do the best in your locality. 

Leave burlap on ball when planting. Set 
no deeper than before. Fill large hole firmly 
with good topsoil. 

Soak newly planted evergreens once a 
week during first summer. Give at least 2 
pailfuls, more if over 2 feet in height. 

Water all evergreens, especially broad- 
leaf, during fall and early winter if rainfall 
is not adequate. . 

Feed your evergreens. Apply 4% pound 
of complete plant food per square yard of 
ground about them during spring or fall. 

Rhododendrons and azaleas require an 
acid soil. Apply 2 to 4 pounds sulfur per 
square yard of bed in fall. 

Do necessary pruning in late spring after 
new growth has started. Always cut so some 
green needles are left on stubs. 


You can keep pines and spruces dense by 
pruning each spring. Cut out the new strong 
center growth on each end and shorten side 
growths when corrective shaping is needed. 





For a hedge that will be green all year, use a 
tall form of the Asiatic Yew (Taxus capitata), 


junipers, or hemlocks. All are widely popular .

This will prevent an 
overplanted house-front with the rest of the 
yard bare. 


2. Instead of buying all evergreens with 
needles (conifers), buy roughly half needled 
evergreens and the other half so-called 
broadleaf evergreens, such as Oregon holly- 
grape, firethorn, boxwood, rhododendrons, 
evergreen euonymus and evergreen _bar- 
berry. A combination of these two types 
gives a much more interesting effect, both 
summer and winter, and relieves the som- 
berness that an all-conifer planting gives, 
particularly in winter. 


3. If you can’t afford to buy relatively 
good-sized plants, buy smaller ones, but 
then’ space them the same distance apart 
that you would the larger ones. This will 
save money now and overcrowding later on. 
In the meantime, make the planting -look 
complete by filling in between with peri- 
winkle (vinca). 


4. Be sure you buy really dwarf evergreens, 
particularly when planting around the 
porch and in front of windows, or you will 
regret it the rest of your days as they grow 
up and hide your home. Use spruces, firs, 
and pines only in sunny locations where 
they’ll have room to stretch and spread. 


%.- Remember that even if evergreens do 
grow wild in very tough places, they started 
there as seedlings and got into the habit. 
The nursery-grown plants that you use will 
not take kindly to difficult locations—dry 
shade or spots with poor drainage. Neither 
will they survive if trampled.

Tears: Prevent by catching snags early. To mend 
tears, darn the frayed edges together by weaving 
in and out on the back of the rug. Bring the edges 
together, but don’t overlap, or a ridge will be 
formed. Keep the thread from coming thru on 
the right side. Then reinforce the mend with a 
strip of carpet binding stitched firmly to the rug 
backing. For added strength let reinforcing 
strip run a little beyond the mend at each end. 


Rugs curled? Crushed? When rug corners curl 
up, make them behave by placing a damp cloth 
over the surface and pressing with a hot iron. 
Do the same to the rug back. You'll find the 
corner now lies smooth and flat. Should heavy 
furniture legs crush the tufts, steam-press the 
area with a hot iron over a damp cloth, then 
brush the surface briskly. If the surface is ex- 
cessively crushed, repeat the steaming as needed. 


Braided rug tears usually appear because of 
breaks in the thread which holds the braids to- 
gether. To mend, take first stitch, secure the 
thread with a few extra stitches. Then slip the 
needle eye-first thru the loop of one braid, then 
thru the loop of the opposite braid. Continue to 
an inch beyond the tear, fasten thread with a few 
double stitches. Run thread into the body of the 
braid and clip off close to the surface of the rug. 





Hooked rugs—frayed ends: Watch the edges 
of your hooked rugs, and mend breaks promptly. 
For bad cases, it’s necessary to rip out the old 
hem, draw a line on wrong side about 1 inch in 
from the deepest damage and pull out tufts up 
to this line. Trim off up to 1 inch of the old back- 
ing, turn this 1 inch under and stitch to back of 
rug. If backing of the rug is weak, it’s best to 
sew on a new binding. See directions for binding. 


Hooked rugs—lining: When small breaks ap- 
pear in the rug back, reline before holes develop 
and tufts start falling out. Replace old hems 
as in the directions just given for frayed ends. 
Then place rug on new lining material—sacking, 
leftover burlap, or canvas—outline shape on new 
material with soft crayon. Cut the new lining 
about 4 inch outside the crayon line, fold under 
raw edge just inside the crayon line, then « « « e

e « e e baste lining along the fold. For round or 
oval rugs, it is necessary to snip notches into the 
edge every few inches to reduce bulkiness. Fit lin- 
ing edge to rug edge, pin in place, overcast. To 
keep lining in place, and for a stronger job, baste 
lining to body of rug every 6 inches. To mend 
holes in hooked rugs, follow directions given for 
mending bare spots. The closer the match in 
mending material, the more successful the mend. 





Powder. Improper cleaning can seriously harm 
your rugs. So play safe, always. Follow these 
directions for wool, linen, or cotton rugs. For 
over-all cleaning a powder cleaner is thoro and 
simple to use, too. Full directions are given on 
the container. Work close to the rug to avoid 
Scattering the powder. Never, never use soap. 
The suds leave a greasy residue that will attract 
more dirt and will eventually harm the fabric. 
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Foam cleaning is especially kind to wool rugs. 
With this method you use the suds only, not 
the liquid. Starting at one corner, scoop up a big 
scoop of suds with a stiff brush. Scrub a section 
about the sweep of your arm and wipe off at once 
with a clean dry cloth. Overlap each clean sec- 
tion as you start the next one to avoid soil rings. 
Do not use ammonia in any form on wool rugs. 
Ammonia may change or even remove the color.

Brushing will do wonders for flat weave, linen 
or cotton rugs which have no nap to bury the 
soil so that all the dirt lies on the surface, When 
you vacuum, run it slowly, so the brush can 
loosen surface dirt, clean all the way thru. To 
freshen the color of linen rugs, wet a cloth in 
household ammonia, wring almost dry, wipe 
off surface dirt. When surface is dry, brush well.

( cna GARDENS unite in their 
variety to throw a new light on outdoor liv- 
ing for visitors from east of the Sierras. On 
small properties most Californians waste no 
space on wide, green, shrubbery plantings 
maintained for the sake of gaining privacy. 
Instead, a man’s likely to erect at least a 
lath screen along his garden on the lot line 
and then proceed to put every foot of his 
property to its own use. 

Fruits and nut trees aren’t segregated. 
Lemons, oranges, kumquats, and limes 
stand among the flowers and against the 
walls of house and garage. Walnut trees on 
the lawns are often taken by Easterners to 
be apples, so much do they resemble spread- 
ing old Baldwins and Yellow Transparents. 

Californians, as a group, are lavish with 
color. Apparently no one ever worries about 
vines damaging a roof or stopping up a 
downspout. And the results are charming. 

California people, I’d say, work harder 
than most Easterners do at keeping their 
lawns green and their houses wreathed in 
bloom. They do wonders with pots and 
hanging baskets. They whisk bulbs out of 
beds and seedlings of annuals in, quite as 
a matter of course. 

If a man owns a spreading pepper tree, 
a live oak, or a eucalyptus or two, then more 
often than not he’ll pave the ground be- 
neath it, and the family will lounge and eat 
there among their flowers. 





Nor do they let strong winds stop them. 
From the Bay down to Monterey wind- 
breaks are plentiful—plastered walls, grape- 
stake palings, redwood sheathing, and even 
panels of glass reach out from house corners 
for no other reason than to shelter the gar- 
dens.

No DOUBT your marriage has brought 
you much that you did not expect and that 
you do not like. This is the way of life in 
every maturing experienc: 

When the inevitable disappointments oc- 
cur, many husbands and wives think their 
marriage has failed. Increasingly, they are 
accepting divorce as the solution, and often 
regretting it for a lifetime. The chances are 
that divorce only made clear the fact that 


the fundamental change must come in themselves. 
The most common reason given for seek- 
ing a divorce is simply marriage unhappi- 
ness. This represents for the most part an 
emotional attitude. To get at the truth of 
marriage unhappiness, the first thing you 
need to find out is whether you were happy 
before you were married. Your disposition 
and your attitude toward life were not 
changed merely by the marriage ceremony. 
May it not be that you are projecting 


upon your mate the discontent that has 
long been a chronic handicap in your life 
and which must be removed before anything 


you do will bring you happiness? It is im- 
portant to realize that happiness must al- 
ways have, in great part, an inward source. 

Of course, it is true that the person who 
was happy before marriage should be more 


happy afterward, but just because this has 
not resulted does not prove that the mar- 
riage was a mistake. Maybe you are un- 
willing to discard the romantic outlook that 
you naturally and properly had as you 
looked toward marriage. You must go on to 
a more mature development. This growth 
comes only thru accepting the responsibili- 
30 
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ties and limitations associated with intimate 
fellowship. 

If you have very definite reasons why you 
are unhappy, we have two questions to ask: 
are you right in thinking that some circum- 
stance is making your marriage unhappy; 
and if so, is it something that cannot be 
changed? 

Unfaithfulness of the other spouse is for 
most wives and husbands the strongest pos- 
sible motive for divorce. One thing is clear, 
the charge of infidelity must be based on 
something more than suspicion. 

The woman who is conscious that she is 
not a good sex partner is particularly liable 
to the fear that her husband is being at- 
tracted by other women. In this her reason- 
ing has some grounds. In no other circum- 
stances can the husband be so easily turned 
toward another woman. This, however, does 
not mean that most men who have frigid 
wives do become unfaithful. There are a 


multitude of reasons why they are more | 


likely to accept their unsatisfactory sex 
adjustment. They value their home, they 
love their children, they are interested in 
their business or career. Altho they may 
wish their wives were different, other women 
do not have such strong attraction as to 
make them unfaithful. 


EveEN if you are sure that your spouse has 
been unfaithful, I still have something to 
say that I think you may well consider. 
Unfaithfulness is not all of the same quality. 
It may be acute or chronic. 

If the acute or passion-type of disloyalty 
is the explanation, the question you face 
is—must there be a divorce or can the mar- 
riage be salvaged? Of course, you are 
terribly hurt and fearfully shocked. You 
cannot see how anyone, loving you, could 
become unfaithful. Sometimes the answer 
is very simple. It may be because alcohol 
took away judgment and inhibitions. If so, 
the real cause of what happened was the

drinking; the conduct was in no sense de- 
liberate, or a disclosure of fundamental 
disloyalty. 

Possibly the guilty person can never fully 
forgive himself. The question you have to 
answer is—can you help him recover? Per- 
haps his predicament is most like a moral 
illness. To what extent is your feeling the 
result of your loss of pride? If children are 
involved, what are their rights? 

Perhaps I can make this clearer by taking 
up a representative experience that I have 
come to know in my domestic counseling. 
A. was the wife of a professional man. She 
was a wonderful housekeeper and a good 
mother. She thought she was a’ good wife 
but, as a matter of fact, she paid very little 
attention to this side of her responsibility. 
She had little interest in her appearance and 
naturally grew less attractive. She was also 
sexually frigid and, as she later said, did not 
suppose that sex meant much more to her 
husband than it did to her. In his profes- 
sional career the husband came in contact 
with a well-to-do, physically attractive, and 
most certainly designing, woman. She 
quickly glimpsed the weak points in the 
home defenses of the wife and immediately 
did everything to contrast herself and the 
wife to her own advantage. 

In time he came to feel that his mar- 
riage had been a mistake, and that for the 
first time he was in love, and so told his wife. 
He found that she was as eager to get a 
divorce as he was. She was given the chil- 
dren, altho they had been close to their 
father, and she was given also a comfortable 
income. Slowly the intense feeling that had 
made her so eager for the divorce dissolved. 
She was more and more lonely and felt that 
she was not able to give her children the 
kind of home they needed. Indeed, she still 
wanted her husband and had no interest in 
any other man. Her final conclusion was 
that she had acted foolishly, that it would 
have been better for herto have accepted the 
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competition of the other woman, for she had 
great advantage in the long run in the 
struggle that would have followed between 
the two. It was not easy for her husband to 
push aside what she had done to help him 
succeed. He was very fond of his children 
and hated to lose them. He realized that his 
reputation would be hurt by the divorce 
and, in his line of work, this was very im- 
portant. 

Our code is such ir this country that when 
the husband or the wife is habitually un- 
faithful no marriage can be regarded as a 
success. Granting this, even under such 
circumstances should an innocent wife or 
husband always seek a divorce? In France, 
the code is that the family must be preserved, 
even tho the husband or wife may have to 
tolerate something he or she does not like. 
Surprising as it may seem to some of you, 
this is the attitude of some people among us. 
It is not that they condone what happens, 
but rather that there are other and stronger 
reasons for not breaking up the family. In 
these homes love is replaced by tolerance. 

Sometimes tho, long-continued infidelity 
ceases, and, altho the hope of this happening 
cannot be made a very strong motive for 
toleration, it does sometimes occur. When 
this happens, the wife or husband feels cer- 
tain that not getting a divorce proved itself 
the more desirable choice. 

It is necessary to keep in mind the sexual 
consequences of war. Conflicts such as the 
one now raging terrifically stimulate sex. 
The tendency toward fatalism expressed in 
**Let’s eat and drink, for tomorrow we die,” 
the disorganizing effect of excitement, the 
experiencing of loneliness and even fear, 
the release of inhibitions that were tied into 
a peaceful way of living, the greater op- 
portunity for sex relationships, especially 
in the case of the woman, are some of the 
influences of war that intensify sex desire 
and lessen its control. 


lr YOU are always quarreling, there can be 
no doubt that your marriage is in a bad way. 
Compatibility is essential to success in mar- 
riage. I shall try to analyze some of the most 
common explanations of the chronic quar- 
reling of married people. We may well start 
with irritability. Its explanation is chiefly 
one of the following conditions: ill health, 
nervous exhaustion, or frustration. 

Any parent who has been close to a sick 
child has discovered that during convales- 
cence he becomes difficult to manage. He is 
more discontented, restless, and cross than 
when very ill. The situation is not far dif- 
ferent from that of an adult who chronically 
does not feel well. The only solution is to 
decrease the cause of the illness and hence 
the proneness for quarreling. 

The situation is about the same when we 
consider nervous exhaustion. It merely 
means that the individual is expending more 
nervous energy than the body can supply. 
There is need of more rest, of less activity, 
and especially of a curbing of ambition; 
unfortunately, the condition itself tends to 
increase restlessness and to stimulate the 
desire to be doing something. Occasionally 
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the individual is trying to imitate someone 
else or to carry thru a program that is clearly 
unreasonable. 

The third source of chronic irritability is 
frustration. Very often we discover that the 
husband or wife is frustrated for reasons that 
have nothing at all to do with marriage. 
Childhood experiences may have established 
a sense of inferiority in the personality. A 
little self-examination, honestly carried thru, 
may uncover the real cause of trouble. 


THE first step toward getting at the seri- 
ousness of chronic quarreling is to see wheth- 
er the wife or the husband is the principal 
offender. It is natural to blame someone else 
when we find ourselves badly adjusted. One 
way to dig out the facts is to look backward 
to see whether before marriage there was 
the same problem of quarreling with others. 
If you were constantly in trouble with your 
parents and associates, it seems reasonable 
to assume that you carried into marriage a 
tendency to quarrel. 

If you are convinced that the explanation 
of the quarreling does not belong to you, 
apply the same analysis to your spouse, who 
is likely to be irritable for the same reasons 
as you are, tho the circumstances that cause 
them will be different. For example, in the 
case of the husband, overexpending energy 
may be the result of the conditions under 
which he works. Or he may have lost his 
self-respect. He may feel that he is not a 
success. He may be convinced that you are 
disappointed in him, that he does not earn 
as much money as he should, and that he 
does not give you the happiness to which you 
are entitled. 

Many times he can be saved from this 
sense of frustration if you can help him gain 
self-assurance thru a fellowship of love that 
is not dependent upon outward success or 
prestige. , 

Frustration may develop for the wo- 
man when there is a question as to wheth- 
er she is justified in going on with her career 
outside the home. The husband wishes his 
wife to concentrate on her family responsi- 
bilities, give up her ambition, and become 
the sort of wife he planned to marry. She, on 
the other hand, feels that she has the human 
right to go on developing her own profes- 
sional or business enterprise and that mar- 
riage ought not to deny this to her any more 
than it does to the man. Their differences 
become all the more uncompromising if the 
wife entered the marriage believing that the 
husband would permit her to continue her 
career. Possibly the matter was not clearly 
settled or it may be that the husband did 
not anticipate what it would mean to live 
with an ambitious wife and now regrets his 
consent to her working. The only hope of 
working out a successful solution is either 
for the wife willingly to surrender her career 
or for the man to accept the kind of family 
life that is possible when the wife is com- 
mitted to an employment outside the home 
which is as permanent and exacting for her 
as that which he himself pursues. 

Perhaps your mate has not proved the 
person you thought you were marrying. The 


old saying that you never know anybody 
until you live with him shows that this ex- 
perience is almost universal. It would be re- 
markable if it were not so, since there is no 
possible way that we can really know any- 
one except after day-by-day contact. 

There is always a certain amount of 
glamour about courtship which, in the more 
everyday relationships of marriage, can 
easily be interpreted as a deliberate effort to 
hide less agreeable traits. It is only fair to 
remember that your spouse has some disil- 
lusionment as well as you. It may well be 
that your criticism of your spouse has been 
in part the consequence of his attempt to 
reconstruct courtship ideals and accept you 
as you really are. 

Sometimes this clinging to courtship is 
due to an unwillingness to accept the re- 
sponsibilities that marriage brings. The 
courtship experience may seem so free, so 
exclusively pleasure-giving, that there is re- 
luctance to meet the realistic demands that 
marriage brings. Sooner or later, however, 
whether one marries or remains single, this 
necessity of assuming one’s personal share of 
the load of life must be accepted, or one re- 
mains immature and, because of that, mal- 
adjusted. 

Perhaps if I raise some questions which 
you can answer for yourself, they may help 
you think the matter thru. Is your spouse 
morally different? This kind of character 
change does strike at your opportunity to be 
happy. It will be difficult for you not to fali 
far below your present standards if you 
associate with a person who lacks morals. Is 
there dishonesty, deliberate deception, cru- 
elty, exploitation, or just lack of ideals? If 
these are present, you can surely say with 


justice that your spouse is not the person you 


thought you married. Is the change obnox- 
ious? Sometimes very trivial habits can get 
on our nerves. The question is whether you 
are willing to accept flaws which are not the 
result of any lack of love. Do the changes 
that have occurred hurt you? Are they 
practices you regard as harmful? If so, 
either there must be a change, or your mar- 
ried life will grow increasingly hazardous. 

Always the final question that must be 
answered is whether your partner’s change 
for the worse must be regarded as hopeless, 
or whether there is a possibility that he can 
change back and be more nearly the ideal 
person with whom you chose to live for life. 
One thing is certain: in such a situation you 
must not expect too rapid a change. 


THE statement, ‘‘We are badly adjusted 
sexually,” is one of the most frequent com- 
plaints about marriage that comes to the 
domestic counselor. ‘Those close to the prob- 
lem estimate that one-third of American 
couples never achieve happy sexual adjust- 
ment. 

It might seem that trouble would seldom 
come from this direction, because of the 
strength of the sexual impulse. Nature has 
taken great care to endow both men and 
women with a sex drive that is normally 
strong. Her purpose has been to assure the

Remember we fried chicken golden 
brown in a skillet of bubbling fat? Then, 
with hardly a twinge of conscience, 
often discarded the drippings as “‘too 
brown?”’? Now we stew the chicken and 
save every drop of its own fat. We’ve 


USE EVERY DROP: 





invented cooking methods that use little 
fat, yet get satisfying results. We meas- 
ure fat for gravy. We serve the leftover 
gravy and use it as a flavor booster for 
bread. If we fry meat, we serve it on a 
wedge of toast after the manner of 
famous chefs, to save every trickle of 
savory meat fat for eating. 

Once fat smokes, it’s ruined—so we 
watch the temperature and keep it low. 


This goes for skillet, oven, or broiler. 

We've discovered, and we won’t for- 
get, that kitchen fats used as shortening 
can give fine flavor to corn breads, meat 
pie toppings, spice cakes, gingerbreads. 

You can’t get along without fat alto- 
gether. You need it for heat and energy, 
for meals that satisfy. So make every 
ounce you buy an ounce to use and save, 
and if possible, use again, then salvage. 





Drippings. Store drippings in a covered 
bowl in the refrigerator. Cold keeps them 
fresh, gives you better flavor. Light, air, and 


heat are arch enemies of fat. Use drippings 
for seasoning vegetables; as a base for white 
sauce and gravies; for pan-fried foods. Give 
deep-frying fat the same care 


Sausage and gravy. Fry meat lightly. 
Keep tossing so it’s crumbly, some bits crisp 
and brown. Push meat to one side and add 
flour, then liquid. Stir busily—and there’s 
your gravy. This way you serve every drop 
of fat. A generous sprinkle of sausage sea- 
soning will do wonders for gravy flavor. 


Corn bread shorteake can boost to a 
square meal that small portion of leftover 
meat and gravy. Over big squares of hot, 
golden corn bread, spoon good, brown gravy 
and slivers of meat. Bacon fat or any meat 
drippings give a grand flavor and are an 
excellent shortening for corn bread. 





Skim your soup steek. Chill so lay-

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er of fat floats to the top, easy to lift off 
right into drippings bowl. Here’s seasoning 
and shortening for everyday baking. Even 
in good times French cooks save every drop 
of fat, meat scrap, bone, put all into a stock 
pot for the flavorful soup they’re famous for. 


your nose at that old fat “stewer.” It’s a 
triple treasure—juicy meat, savory stock, 
golden fat. Use those luscious cubes or 
slivers for a la king, creamed on waffles, or 


‘for the pot pie we're making here. The fat 


shortens crust. The stock makes gravy. 


Geed gravy can’t be beat for satisfying 
eating, especially ladled over squares of 
fluffy, moist bread dressing. Boost the fla- 
vor with one of the new meat extracts. Or 
use bottled gravy concentrate, kitchen 
bouquet, bouillon cubes, or condensed con- 
somme or bouillon. 
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COOK TO SAVE 


Oven-brown croquettes. Until your 
deep-fat frying kettle gets a refill, do cro- 
quettes the oven way. Make chicken, rice, 
fish, or any croquettes by favorite recipe. 
Dip as usual in beaten egg, then crumbs. 
Bake uncovered in hot oven (400°-450°) 
until crusty brown. Save fat that bakes out. 





Oven French fries are good news and 


Stuffed potatoes. No butter, either! 
Scoop out baked potato center, mash, sea- 
son, add milk, and grated cheese. Beat fluf- 
fy, refill shells, brown in hot oven. (No 
cheese? Brush with egg and toast under 
broiler.) Sometimes tuck in bologna or 
frankfurter slices, then brown. 





Baked eggs. alias shirred edgds. 





Broiler-browned fish (fillets use only 
a fraction of the fat needed to pan fry. 
Baste with a blend of soy sauce, salad oil, 
or kitchen fat and lemon juice, 2 tablespoons 
of each. Spoon over drippings that collect in 
broiler. It’s smart to use the broiler for 
that appetizing juicy brown finish. 





Cream sauce for vegetables. Y ou need 


good eating these fat-saving months. Pre- 
pare potatoes the regular way. Dry well. 
Toss in a little melted fat or salad oil. 
Spread in a shallow pan, bake in a very hot 
oven (450°) 35 to 50 minutes or until golden 
brown and tender. Stir a couple of times.

They'll pick up meat 
flavor when served over or under the finale 
of Sunday’s roast-and-gravy, or with chick- 
en a la king, or creamed codfish. 
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Cereal-crusted potatoes have a gold- 
en toasty finish. Brush pared potatoes with 
just a little kitchen fat, roll in crushed corn 
flakes or any cereal flakes. Season liberally 
with paprika and salt. Bake, -covered. A 
quick and pretty finishing trick, too, for 
steamed whole potatoes. Heat in oven. 


Kitehen fats shorten, also add flavor 
and zest. Since way back, good cooks have 
used bacon fat and drippings for those fine 
old stand-bys, corn bread, spoon bread, and 
meat pie toppers. Equal parts chicken fat, 
suet, and margarine will do a satisfactory 
job for flavor in layercakes or best cookies.

Does it require oil? Some do, 
some don’t. If yours does, follow 
manufacturer’s instructions exactly 
as to kind, how much, and where. 
(Instruction book mislaid? Ask deal- 
er for another or write to manufac- 
turer direct, giving him model 
number or year your washer was 
new.) 

Queer noises? Make sure washer 
stands on the level: bolster up as 
necessary. 

Still noisy? Ask a reliable service- 
man if they’re legitimate noises— 
or if he needs to go to work, 


Well begun... 


Assure your washer enough cur- 
rent by assigning it its own exclusive 
electrical outlet, by never attaching 
to an ordinary light cord. 

Make things easy for the motor 
by setting all controls at “Off be- 
fore you plug in at the outlet. Turn 
to “Off” again before you dis- 
connect. 





Fill tub, put in soap before you 
start washer. That’s soon enough 
for the motor to get to work. 

For efficient washing, always fill 
to the water-level mark, no more, 
no less. 


Wait to put clothes in until washer 
whips suds high; then put in piece 
by piece. See manufacturer’s direc- 
tions for how much suds; add more 
soap as needed. 

It’s better to underload than over- 
load. Check manufacturer’s recom- 
mendations. When loading spin 
drier, distribute weight to balance 
load so container will revolve evenly; 
pack “‘bucket” snug, to oust air 
pockets. 

Time the batch as manufacturer 
directs. Overwashing wears clothes, 
overworks motor, may even wash 
dirt back into clothes. 

Spread clothes as you feed them 
into wringer. Don’t force it to 
gobble up big hunks. 

Fold inside heavier, more will- 
ing pieces the filmy pieces that may 
cause hard-on-the-wringer wind- 
ups. 

Fold under buttons, buckles, any- 
thing likely to injure wringer rolls. 

Readjust wringer tension to ac- 
commodate bulky pieces, like blank- 
ets, slipcovers, heavy curtains. 


All done? 


Leave clean. Sponge lining, clean 
drains, traps. If clothes swisher or 
cylinder is removable, lift and rinse 
around and under. 





Wash exterior with mild soap and 
water, dry; occasionally wax. 

Release wringer roll tension; wipe 
rolls with clean cloth. 

Wipe hose free of soapy scum. 

Leave dry. Wipe lining dry, work- 
ing into every groove. 

Leave cover off until you’re sure 
inside is dry. Then, if stored in a 
dusty place, cover until next use. 

Store in a dry, moderately warm 
place. If, in cold weather, you must 
store cold, let washer stand in warm 
room long enough to warm up be- 
fore you start the motor. 

If your washer is automatic, turn 
water connections off after each use 
to make sure no water remains in the 
hose to damage the rubber. Then 
turn control to spin dry for a minute 
to rid both hose and machine of 
clinging drops.

with a damp cloth so soap will not 
harden there and clog it. 

Clean out the lint trap and interior 
of your automatic washer after each 
use, especially after washing chenille 
bedspreads, cotton rugs, blankets, 
and the like. 


Your Range 
Top looking tired? 


Protect it with mat. 

Keepxpaper towel alongside to lay 
stirrers and turners on during use. 

Lift pans, don’t slide. 

Use moderate heat to prevent 
boilovers. 

Wipe up spills at once, with dry 
cloth or paper towel if range is 
hot. Acid foods should not remain 
on the enamel. 

Postpone all-over cleaning until 
range is cool; then you can use 
damp cloth without risking those 
hairline cracks called ‘“‘crazing.”’ 





Oven smokes? 


Where there’s smoke, there’s 
usually spilled food. A cooky sheet 
or broiler pan on the rack below 
fruit pies will catch runovers. 

Leave oven doors open after every 
use until inside is cool and dry. 

To make stubborn oven stains eas- 
ier to clean, dampen cloth or paper 
towel with household ammonia. If 
at first you don’t succeed, let an 
ammonia-dampened towel or cloth 
rest on the spot long enough to soften 
it—cold oven of course. 

Then wipe with cloth wrung in 
warm, soapy water, rinse, dry. 

Even if oven bottom is removable 
for cleaning, wipe only. Don’t place 
it in water or you may damage its 
asbestos lining. 

Clean broiler pan after each use so 
bits of food and fat won’t cook onto 
it. Wipe off fat with paper towel 
while pan is still warm, let pan cool, 
then wash pan and grid in hot 
soapsuds. 

Wipe interior of broiler compart- 
ment and rack guides occasionally, 
using paper towel or cloth wrung 
from hot soapsuds. 


Common sense. 


Don’t slam oven door or use it for 
a shelf. 





Insert oven racks gently. 
Don’t use oven to heat kitchen, at 
least without considering the cost 
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in fuel and the wear on the range. 

If broiler is below oven, spare 
broiler pan by removing it before 
preheating the oven, unless you in- 

_ tend to use the broiler, too. 

Clean the heat-making parts of 
your range only according to 
the manufacturer’s directions. They 
must not be subjected to sharp tools 
or worked on without discretion. 


Cakes topsided? 


Are shelves level? Place a pan of 
water on each rack, watch the water 
level. 

Is range itself level? Use linoleum 
squares or wood slices to lift low end. 
A good stance is essential to range 
efficiency. 


Your Refrigerator 
Cooperate. 


Guarantee it adequate air circula- 
tion inside and out. Keep three 
inches clear between refrigerator 
and wall; don’t use top to store 
things. Don’t block air currents in- 
side by wedging food in tight. 

Think before you open the door: 
Is this opening really necessary? 

Why ask it to cool wrapping pa- 
per, hot foods? Unwrap, cool, be’ sre 
you store. 





As soon as frozen desserts are fro- 
zen, turn control halfway back to 
normal. Holds cold without wasting 
current or motor effort. 

A little water spooned on freezing 
unit shelves will form solid contact 
with ice cube trays and speed ice 
cube making. Leave some head 
room when you fill ice cube trays, 
and you won’t have to use force to 
loosen them. 

If motor runs overtime, test door 
seal. Close door on wrapping paper, 
pull. If it comes out too easily, call 
a serviceman. 

Going somewhere? For week ends, 
turn to warmest setting. For longer, 
disconnect, empty, clean, leave door 
open. 





Groom. 


Wipe up spills immediately, be- 
fore they settle in. 

Defrost according to manufac- 
turer’s directions, or at least before 
frost gets 14-inch thick. 

Don’t hasten defrosting by prying 
or pounding; instead, fill ice trays 
with warm water. [ Turn to next page

His fingers 
felt inside for his issue razor and he 
gripped the case as tho it were a 
lifeline. 

Actual separation came on Jan- 
uary 28. It was, “Well, good-bye, 
Doc. Thanks for all you’ve done. So 
long, fellows.’’ And then he was on 
the train for Detroit. 


Tuere’s security in education,” 
he said to himself, over and over. 
‘Education is security.” When his 
dad died, then his mother, then his 
older brother, all in the 1930’s, the 
impact of each blow drove him 
toward the thought of education. In 
the development of his own wisdom, 
judgment and intellect was the only 
safety in this world. 

But the very first thing he did was 
to take a walk, alone, around the old 
neighborhood, the house on Outer 
Drive that his dad had been buying 
when he died. There Bart had grown 
up, and there nostalgia drew him. 
Over in Africa and Sicily, the sheer 
gold of romance had brightened 
every corner, every lot, every alley 
and house where he had passed on 
the eager feet of youth. 

Bart walked the old paths and 
found no solace. The neighborhood 
seemed small, tawdry. There was no 
romance. No feeling of returning. 
He went back to the Hagopian house 
disturbed, adrift. 


AcQUAINTANCES greeted him, 
talked to him, welcomed him, and 
Bart cordially learned to detest two 
types. One was the sob sister who 
wept on his shoulder and said: 
“You dear boy, what you’ve been 
thru!” 

- The other was the hale-fellow- 
well-met who professed interest, 
listened a moment, then slapped him 
on the shoulder and said: ‘“‘Good job. 
Well done.” And then promptly 
lost interest. 

Bart looked at the latter type 
resentfully, saying to himself: “‘I’ve 
had a year of experiences such as 
you’ve never had. You can’t dismiss 
these experiences with a slap on the 
back and call it quits.” 

There were those hills near St. Stephan 
and the four ammunition carriers who 
went by where Bart lay. As they disap- 
peared behind a knoll Bart heard the 
ominous whistling of four or five mortar 
shells. He got up and ran. He dived into 
the lowest place he could find. Presently, 
when the mortar fire died down, he went 
forward to where the ammunition car- 
riers had been. They were there all right. 
Strewn around. Not pretty. 


A MAN came back with such pic- 
tures in his mind, ready to leap out, 
unbidden, at night, and somebody 
slapped him on the back and said: 
“Good job. Well done.” What the 
hell did such words mean. 

Now and then Bart tried to tell 
how battle made him feel, but it 
was no good. 

“Unless a man hds lain on the 
ground and seen fellows die.” he 
told Anne, ‘She can’t know what 
battle is like. Maybe a civilian can 
understand it with his mind, but 
he’ll never feel it.” 

When Bart finally realized that 
these folks back home would never 
fully understand, he felt better. 
Maybe it was just as well. But it 
made him a little lonely.

From them, he received enough 
money for tuition and books to tide 
him over until he received his mus- 
tering-out pay. 

At school he settled on psychology 
with emphasis on vocational coun- 
seling. Before the war he had worked 
in community houses and recreation 
centers and had discovered a gift 
for working with people. 


Bur if selecting a vocation was 
easy, resuming the routine of study 
was something else. He had a hard 
time listening to teachers. So much 
of what they said seemed incon- 
sequential that he felt like saying: 
“Quit wasting time. Let’s get on 
with the main business.” 

Once his chem teacher began to 
dilate on the terrible sanitary con- 
ditions in the army and Bart found 
himself on his feet politely telling her 
that she didn’t know what she was 
talking about. The lady was shocked 
into embarrassed silence and Bart 
sat down wondering what had made 
him do it. It was nerves, he knew. 
Nerves and the realization that he 
was in a hurry. 

This being in a hurry was one of 
the biggest changes the war had 
made in him. Before the war he 
had held various jobs in a bakery, 
a factory, and with a moving com- 
pany, all the time going to school. 
But for all that, life had had an 
element of leisurely aimlessness. A 
feeling that there was plenty of time 
and the future endless. 


Now he knew there wasn’t an 
hour to waste. He had to get on with 
the main job. The world was in such 
a state that nobody could afford to 
be complacent. 

He put it this way to a friend: 
*‘We know that whatever we’ve done 
in the past has been wrong, because 
look what we’ve been thru. Let’s 
change things. Let’s start now.” 

The sense of urgency was one 
barrier that divided him from ci- 
vilians. Maybe you had to go thru 
battle to realize how badly the world 
needed changing. The complacency 
of the civilian world was more than 
he could stand. 

Down in the snack bar at Wayne 
there was a fuss when one of the 
clerks failed to wait promptly 
enough on a soldier. The soldiers 
retaliated by preempting a certain 
stairway as their private grounds, 
not to be trespassed upon by civil- 
ian students. 


Barr, in civilian clothes, ap- 
proached the head of the stairs and 
touched the soldier on the arm. 
‘Pardon me,” he said, and at- 
tempted to go around. The soldier 
didn’t budge. 

Someone said scornfully: ‘Let him 
jump down.” 

Bart touched the soldier more 
firmly, but instead of getting out 
of his way, the man moved to block 
his path. Bart pushed him and then, 
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to his own complete surprise, he 
found himself swinging his fist ac- 
curately to the soldier’s jaw. 

The others crowded in, teachers 
ran up. One soldier said: “‘Hey, 
this man’s a vet.” 

Presently Bart was apologizing 
to the soldier he had struck. It was 
the first time he had ever hit anyone. 
Before the war he would have gone 
the long way round to avoid trouble. 
Now, it seemed, he had flashes of 
temper. 


Bart had a feeling about college 
that he had grown up and college 
hadn’t. He rejoined his old debating 
society and discovered that they 
were debating the same old subjects. 
Subjects without importance or 
present-day meaning. 

“If college societies want to in- 
terest the returning vet, they’ll 
have to grow up,” he decided. 
**They’ll have to show awareness of 
what has been happening to the 
world.” 

In class, students seemed just as 
juvenile. In chem lab, the youngsters 
around him were in the habit of 
making a racket with their air jets, 
and they seemed to get great hilarity 
out of it. Bart blew up. 

“For cripes sake!”’ he yelled. “Cut 
out that crazy racket!” 

Nerves, he concluded later. Im- 
patience with the very things he 
used to do himself. 


Ar HOME and among friends, 
Bart found himself out of sympathy 
with civilian ways. The first time 
friends were invited in, he felt they 
came to scrutinize him as one would 
a strange object, and he resented it. 

Civilian conversation seemed al- 
most ludicrous to him. He found 
himself amazed that people shook 
hands upon meeting and took the 
trouble to say hello and good-bye, 
and to make inconsequential re- 
marks about the weather. Soldiers 
didn’t bother with that junk. 

Bart found that he had completely 
lost interest in the old subjects that 
had caused such swell debates at 
home. He tentatively led into the 
Bach-Beethoven one and found that 
he couldn’t keep it up. It just didn’t 
seem important. “Why can’t we 
talk about organizing a_ secure 
peace?” he thought. “It’s all that 
counts.” 


On A streetcar he overheard a 
woman complaining about the shod- 
dy furniture one had to buy at high 
prices, these days. He tried to hold 
himself in. 

Anne mentioned shoes: how poor 
they were, how much they cost. 

Bart was curt. ‘Take care of ’em, 
then,” he said. 

As soon as he said it he was sorry, 
because Anne seldom complained 
about things. But he was seeing 
barefoot women in Palermo. Old 
people grubbing thru wrecked hous- 
es, looking for a cooking pan or a 
purse. America was so well off it was 
ludicrous. It was just one of those 
chasms that existed, where a soldier 
looked at shoes and furniture against 
a background of ravaged Europe 
and a civilian looked at them against 
a background of prewar shops. 

Good breaks fell Bart’s way. His 
adviser, Don Palmer, came to him 
and said: ““The Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration Facility in Dearborn wants a 
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vocational counselor—someone with 


overseas experience and who under- 
stands returning soldiers and can 
help them.” 

“Do I have enough experience?” 

“Sure. The job pays well, too.” 

So Bart went to work for the 
Veterans’ Administration and shifted 
his college work to five nights a week. 
This put him in position to marry 
Anne and to fulfill another great 
ambition. 


Wuen I came back from Eu- 
rope,” Bart says, “I found that the one 
concrete thing I wanted most of all 
was a home of my own. It was almost 
an obsession. [ had seen men become 
wanderers, and I knew the Army 
was good training for any man who 
has a tendency to drift. I was afraid 
of that. I wanted to be tied down to 
a place of my own. Something I 
could feel and touch.” 

With his saved-up allotments and 
one thousand dollars in bonds 
bought out of his lieutenant’s pay 
he made a down payment on a two- 
family flat. 

He and Anne were married in 
April and in May he started work on 
his new job. In the fall he applied 
for education under the Service- 
men’s Readjustment Act (G. I. Bill) 
which provided all book and tuition 
expense but no subsistence, since 
he had a full-time job. 

Temporarily the newly married 
couple went to live with Mom Hag- 
opian. Thus Bart’s major economic 
problems were solved. 


As THE months passed, Bart 
found that battlefield impressions 
became less poignant. His judgment 
of people became less harsh. He 
learned to let teachers’ remarks go 
by without challenge. He learned to 
shake hands and say: “‘Looks like it 
may rain” without a change of ex- 
pression. 

But he knows that he has changed. 
The war has matured him. Bart 
himself summarizes his new self this 
way: 

“Nothing now can scare me. I 
have a feeling that I’ve seen the 
worst and come thru. I’m ready for 
anything. 

**T can see men now as other men, 
not different from myself. Rank or 
title doesn’t impress me. I’ve lost the 
capacity for hero worship. 

“IT no longer accept what people 
say just because of their position. 
What they say must pass the test. I 
no longer accept theories out of books 
because books have fine bindings. 

*‘Aimless living no longer appeals. 
I have the feeling that there’s much 
to do and not much time in which 
to do it.” 


In DECEMBER, Anne went to the 
hospital prematurely to have a baby. 
She’s slender, and she had a hard 
time with it. In fact it became so 
critical that the doctor called Bart 
aside and asked him: ‘Shall we 
work to save your wife or the baby?” 

“Anne, of course!’ Bart’ said, 
feeling hollow inside.

Washing Rules for Rayons 


When in doubt rely on these safe general directions 


By Georgia Leffingwell 


I. Make sure it’s meant for wash- » 
ing. Some rayons wash beautifully. 
Others aren’t intended to wash at 
all! Many garments carry a label tell- 
ing if you can wash and how. Read 
all labels carefully and follow exactly. 
Test unlabeled garments and yard 
goods for color fastness by dipping 
a tiny piece of fabric in lukewarm 
water to see if color stays put. Very 
slight discoloration of the water is 
usually just excess dye. To test for 
shrinkage, trace around your piece 
before you wet it, spread flat with 
fingers to dry, iron lightly while 
damp, check with drawing. Re- 
move fancy buttons, lined belts, and 
other trimmings you’re not sure of. 


2. Den*t postpone the washing of > 
a washable rayon in the mistaken 
idea you’re favoring it. You can treat 
badly soiled collar lines by rubbing 
gently with two well-soaped fingers. 
When one suds doesn’t take care 
of allover soil, you can use a second. 
But embedded dirt and grime weak- 
en rayon fabrics, the extra washing 
necessary to oust them is hard on the 
garment—and more work for you! 


3. Lakewarm water now, please; > 
never over 105°. Test as for baby’s 
bath, -with elbow if you have no 
thermometer. Thoroly dissolve soap 
for a rich suds before dousing gar- 
ment. Rayons lose strength when 
wet, must never soak. So wash 
quickly and gently. If by hand, 
press suds thru fabric with cupped 
hands to duplicate the action you 
get in the machine. Never rub, 
wring, or twist. Rinse at least twice 
in clear, lukewarm water. 


4. Quickly now, lift from the last» 
rinse, roll in a bath towel, squeeze 
gently to remove excess moisture. 
Unroll immediately; shake out. Dry 
dresses and blouses on hangers. Pre- 
vent prints from bleeding by run- 
ning a rolled-up towel or piece of 
sheet between front and back and 
thru sleeves to keep the two wet 
surfaces apart. Rayon jersey is best 
dried flat. And all rayons should 
be allowed to dry naturally, away 
from sunlight or direct heat. 


5. If you aren’t sure whether to» 
iron damp or dry, or at what iron 
temperature, test on an inside seam. 
Most rayons iron best slightly damp, 
with moderate heat. Crepes stay 
crepy if you shape them while damp, 
press under a towel only when en- 
tirely dry. Press rayon-wool blends 
as you press wool—under a cloth. 
And here’s a slick trick for naps: 
Cheesecloth under the pressing 
cloth will pull up the nap when you 
lift it after pressing.

4 Steps to Bouquet Beauty 


By Fae Huttenlocher 


Here's a step-by-step recipe for making 
a few ordinary flowers in an ordinary bow! 
look extraordinary. Calendulas, zinnias, 


marigolds, or any flower can be used in place 
of roses. The secret of making so few flowers 
look important is the use of evergreen 
branches as a background. They add rich- 
ness, loveliness of line, and long-lasting in- 
terest. Kept in water, cut evergreens will last 
for a month or more. They can be used again 



































Place needlepoint holder in right-hand end of 
bowl. On it press the three pine branches in tri- 
angular formation as pictured. Place the 15-inch 
branch at back center of holder. Bring 18-inch 
branch forward to front and left-hand corner of 
holder; press it down to extend out and over left- 
hand corner of bowl. Put 8-inch evergreen tip on 
right-hand corner of holder. This makes a triangu- 
lar-shaped pocket into which flowers are placed.

The four remaining roses are clustered at different 
levels in the evergreen triangle. No. 4 rose is 
placed on right-hand corner of holder inside the 
curve of shortest evergreen tip. No. 5 rose goes on 
holder directly back of it. No. 6 rose is placed 
below and in front of tallest rose. No. 7 is placed 
on front center of holder between the left- and 
right-hand corners. A sprig of foliage is placed on 
the holder close beneath each rose. Keep foliage 
at different levels to prevent flat effect.

Don’t hesitate to prune a few tips from the 
bottom or inner part of your pine trees.

Here’s what it takes to make this arrangement: 

One low bowl, 1244” x 8”.

Needlepoint holder, 434” diameter. 

Three pine tips, about 18’’, 15’’, and 8” long. 

Seven flowers: the tallest 10’ long, each of the 
other six 1” shorter than its neighbor. 

Nine sprigs of flower foliage: the tallest 8”, each of 
the others progressively 14”’ shorter. 


The tall No. 1 rose is placed in front of 15-inch, 
central evergreen branch. Notice that this branch 
is cut to get a curved effect and is placed on 
holder at a slant that brings tip of branch directly 
over center of holder. This gives balance and 
grace to the composition. No. 2 rose is put be- 
tween No. 1 rose and the long left-hand evergreen. 
No. 3 rose is placed in front of left-hand, 18-inch 
branch, also cut to curve so its tip faces upward.

Why Packages Don’t 
Arrive 


Poorly chosen contents, foods 
which disintegrate en route, ruining 
everything within range; liquids 
which spill, soaking thru everything 
in the box, eventually softening and 
destroying the outer cardboard and 
wrapping paper; powders which sift 
their way thru whatever is unfortu- 
nate enough to be around. 


Careless packing of individual 
items. Imagine what one broken 
bottle of shave lotion, one box of 
foot powder minus a lid, one un- 
protected scissors point can do to the 
contents of a Christmas box! 


Loose packing in the box which 
permits heavier articles to shift 
around, crushing and breaking other 
items, sometimes even bursting the 
outer carton. Stuff every crevice with 
shredded newspaper, crushed tissue, 
or another tight packing material. 


Shipping boxes that can’t take it. 
Packed in the ship’s hold, your box 
may be required to support one ton 
of weight. Officially approved are 
double-faced corrugated fiberboard 
mailers guaranteed to take 200 
pounds weight per square inch. 
Strengthen your box further by 
tight packing, by sealing at least 
the bottom flaps with kraft gummed 
tape. 


A flimsy outer wrapping paper 
which tears easily, falls apart when 
wet. Use a 50- or 60-pound kraft 
brown wrapping paper, be generous 
with it. The Navy reports 135,000 
packages had to be rewrapped at 
fleet post offices last Christmas be- 
fore they even left the States! 


Weakling string. Use jute twine 
or 20-pound cotton string—the non- 
polished type is less likely to break 
if it gets wet—tie with four separate 
pieces, two lengthwise, two cross- 
wise; knot at crossings. 


Incorrect addressing. One mis- 
take in the P. O. number can delay 
your package for weeks. Enclose a 
list of its contents, plus the name and 
address of the person to whom you 
are sending, plus your own as sender, 
in the box itself, so it can be reas- 
sembled and sent on in case of mis- 
hap. Mark both addresses again 
plainly on both the mailer and on 
the outer wrapping paper. Write 
with ink or pencil, but test each be- 
fore using to see that it can take 
moisture and rubbing. If you use a 
sticker for the address, make it a 
good quality, serviceman’s label, 
lick to wet it—saliva does the best 
sticking job—and smooth carefully 
to push out air pockets. 


Tardy mailing. Mailing dates are 
September 15 to October 15. It 
stands to reason that the earlier you 
mail, the better the chance of be- 
fore-Christmas delivery.

find enough like-minded people to 
form a class, and the school will 
furnish a teacher and give high- 
school credit. As many as 25 sub- 
jects have been added in this way 
in a semester, and each has proved 
to have high vocational possibilities. 


Tue classes in dance band music 
and in dance band arrangements, a 
typical Arsenal addition to its un- 
usually fine concert bands, orches- 
tras, and harmony and counterpoint 
courses, have contributed players to 
many name bands. (One boy made 
$70 a week playing for dance bands 
while in high school, and is now with 
Glen Gray’s orchestra.) The boys’ 
cooking class has produced mess 
sergeants, a number of professional 
chefs, and the leading expert in 
food preparation for one of the 
armed services. Former photography 
students are taking pictures for the 
services, and a ‘“‘request”’ chemistry 
class in qualitative and quantitative 
analysis now has a graduate in 
every chemical firm in Indianapolis. 

A youngster would be hard to 
please indeed if he couldn’t find 
something to his taste or leading to a 
career in one of the 142 different 
shop and technical classes or 119 aca- 
demic groups. 


Like thousands of other Indian- 
apolis grade-schoolers, Bill Quillin, 


Jack Scott, and Charles Retherford 


chose Arsenal four years ago because 
it offered so many opportunities. 
None had any idea as to what he 
wanted to be. 

Quillin found his forte emceeing 
at high-school affairs, and got 
special training in the expression 
and radio classes. (A $2,000 broad- 
casting studio is a feature of the lat- 
ter.) Last year, while going to school, 
he wrote and produced a Saturday 
radio program for a iocal depart- 
ment store, receiving $27.50 a week 
for it. After his Navy hitch he plans 
to go to a college which has excel- 
lent radio and drama departments. 

Jack Scott was attracted to the 
dance band, and last year as a side- 
line to school made $36 a week play- 
ing for private dances. When Uncle 
Sam is thru with him, he’ll enter the 
Cincinnati Conservatory of Music. 

In the excellent expression and 
speech classes, Charles Retherford 
discovered outstanding ability as a 
speaker. Thanks to this, plus high 
grades, he has won a scholarship to 
Harvard, and expects to become a 
lawyer. 


Tue rule applies to girls, too. 
Margery Schulze found many things 
to interest her in the art department. 
Last year she earned a tidy sum 
making art novelties to be pinned on 
coats or drésses, had a number of 
oil and water color paintings in 
exhibits, and made wax models for 
ornamental bronzes. This fall she is 
enrolled for art studies at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota.

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like best and that they are best 
fitted to do. Thru records sent ahead 
from the grade schools, tests of all 
kinds, and a pupil’s own preferences, 
courses are carefully tailored to 
individual measures. For those who 
have no. preferences, orientation 
courses similar to the one Hal took 
are provided. Curricula are flexible, 
so that if a goal changes, the course 
can be changed without penalty. 


Arounpb 90 percent of Arsenal’s 
students avail themselves of one or 
more shop or technical courses, and 
these serve many purposes. Take the 
one filled with $200,000 worth of 
lathes, where boys learn to make 
tools. Some of the class will go out 
nearly ready to become die-makers, 
highest paid of the machinist’s 
crafts. Others will become expert 
mechanics, still others rough me- 
chanics, and a few will sweep out 
garages—but they'll be good sweep- 
ers. At the same time, budding en- 
gineers are implementing theory 
with practice and future doctors are 
indulging the masculine yen for 
tools. 

The four-acre garden of the agri- 
cultural department serves a similar 
multiple function. It trains boys to 
be farmers and professional gar- 
deners—the present Lima bean ex- 
pert for the United States govern- 
ment is a former Arsenal Tech boy. 
But it’s also a heaven-sent outlet for 
some who. are academic or be- 
havior problems, for it releases them 
from the restrictions of the classroom 
and provides exercise for restless 
bodies. Many boys who have 
trouble with books make excellent 
spaders, and prove to have notable 
green thumbs. At Tech, there is 
something in which each may shine. 
It makes the less interesting courses 
easier to take. 


An ATTEMPT is made to relate 
all courses in some way to everyday 
living, for only thus, according to the 
Tech philosophy, can learning have 
full meaning for realistically-minded 
adolescents. In English, the classics 
are taught as the roots of today’s 
literature. The Latin department 
linked the Italian campaign with 
the time of the Caesars and pub- 
licizes everyday uses of Latin in 
clever hall displays. Latin has held 
its own triumphantly at Tech against 
the tremendous “‘practical’’ pres- 
sures of war. 

Physiography, taught at Arsenal 
as a laboratory science, stresses the 
making of contour maps, basic in 
aeronautics, and weather maps, 
fundamental in the rapidly develop- 
ing field of meteorology. Pupils learn 
to make weather predictions, and 
Adolph Weiss last year won honor- 
able mention in the Westinghouse 
Talent Search Contest with a con- 
tour map of Mount Shasta. 

The Botany classes not only have 
an experimental garden and a 
five-acre nature preserve, but are 
shown films on canning and taught 
to prepare vegetables for table use. 
Students in the architectural draft- 
ing courses plan their own dream 
homes and make working drawings 
from which the houses can be built. 
Indianapolis is dotted with these 
high-school dream houses which 
have actually been erected. 

Every science lecture room has a 
projector for showing sound film 
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RS. GEORGE A. SHORT of Oak- 
M mont, Pa., is one wife who is 
grateful to her mother-in-law!

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strips. The day I visited the physics 
class, it was reviewing by watching 


a film on light rays, which started off 


by explaining the principle of the 
distorting mirrors in the ‘‘Nonsense 
House” at Coney Island. This fall 
the physics department will make 
use of $50,000 worth of army mock- 
ups, contributed by the Govern- 
ment from its G. I. classes. (The 
airplane shop has received $100,000 
worth of airplane engines from the 
same source, bringing its equipment 
up to $300,000 valuation.) 

A result of this realistic approach 
is that you never saw quieter class-

concentration on the work at hand. 
If a class becomes inattentive, or 
students obstreperous, the program 
is analyzed and a special effort is 
made to relate the material more 
closely to the pupils’ own lives and 
interests. 


ALL possibilities are explored to 
give experience in actual life situa- 
tions. Work on a commercial scale 
is done by advanced classes in bak- 
ing, metalwork, sewing, millinery, 
furniture repair and_ refinishing, 
radio and automobile repair, and 
agriculture.

degree on the salary scale. It is this 
system which gives the Arsenil 
faculty an even number of men and 
women and permits the school to 
turn out craftsmen of near profes- 
sional caliber. 


Henpreps of students work in 
Indianapolis industries while going 
to high school, and many go out 
after graduation into jobs they have 
already made for themselves. Busi- 
ness organizations have sent es- 
pecially promising Tech boys thru 
college, to prepare them for execu- 
tive positions.

Turn Rugs around once a year to 
let a fresh area take the heavy wear 
in places like doorways, in front of 
the davenport or vour favorite chair. 
This gives the overworked area a 
rest, makes your rug look new again. 
Move vour heavy furniture about a 
little. It keeps the feet from grinding 
holes into the rug surface. Place cups 
under narrow feet to keep them 
from flattening the tufts. 


Seatter Rugs. Place sturdy, flat- 
lying scatter rugs wherever wear is 
constant. A scatter rug is more easily 
replaced than your precious large 
wool rugs. 


Stair Carpet. The edges of your 
stairs take the heaviest wear. Shift 
your stair carpet from tread to riser, 
to bring a fresh piece of carpeting 
up to absorb the wear, and to make 
worn areas less conspicuous. 


Rug Cushions should go under all 
your rugs, whether used as stair 
carpet, hall carpet, room carpeting. 
These springy cushions take over the 
grinding, pounding wear that walk- 
ing inflicts on rugs in use day after 
day. Pads also relieve furniture pres- 
sure and actually add years of life to 
your rugs. 


Fleer Beards. What are the con- 
ditions beneath your rugs? Are floor 
boards level? Has one board warped, 
or a nail become loosened, or boards 
drawn apart, leaving large cracks? 
Cushions will usually protect your 
rugs against serious damage of this 
sort. But just the same, check your 
floors once in a while to protect 
your cushions from wearing, for this 
could eventually mean rug wear, too. 


Humidity. Do you notice sparks 
when you hustle across your rug in 
winter? Does your floor squeak? 
Then your home lacks moisture. 
Result—your rugs may shed, the 
tufts become brittle, break off, and 
wear out. Check the humidity. Lack 
of moisture isn’t good for you, either. 


Regular Cleaning is important! 
Use your electric cleaner twice a 
week to route destructive grit, sand, 
and embedded dirt. Use your carpet 
sweeper for quick pickups in_ be- 
tween. Twice yearly clean your 
rug—surface, back, and the floor 
underneath. Never beat or shake 
your rugs—it breaks the back and 
loosens the surface tufts. 


Moths: Your rugs are just their 
meat! Check these danger spots: 
Under radiators or heavy furniture, 
stair risers, or tucked-away corners. 
Spray them with mothproofing 
liquid twice a year. Keep your rugs 
thoroly clean and generously ex- 
posed to light and air. 


Stains. Here are a few quickies for 
general stain removal. The first 
rule is Hurry! Catch the stain before 
it sets. Be prepared. Keep soft, clean 
cloths or blotting paper within emer- 
gency reach. Carbon tetrachloride

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country. Most often it is the wife’s 
mother who is blamed, but fathers, 
and the husband’s mother also make 
trouble. The root of the trouble may 
be jealousy. A jealous mother finds 
her feeling intensified when she sees 
her daughter’s interest moving away 
from her former home as she tries to 
start one of her own. A jealous hus- 
band is quick to suspect interfer- 
ence. Attempting to monopolize his 
wife completely, he stirs up her op- 
position; she feels, and rightly so, 
that the parent is not being justly 
treated. This reaction, in turn, con- 
vinces the husband that the in-law 
is making trouble. 

If you are living with an in-law, 
may not the solution be to start a 
home of your own? The answer to 
this question, much too often, is 
either that conditions do not permit 
any change, or that the daughter 
or son refuses to leave the former 
home. This naturally raises the 
question, why did such a person 
marry? We can only recognize that, 
strange as it may seem, this atti- 
tude does occur. In spite of the haz- 
ards of two families living together, 
we do find that the arrangement 
works well for some. It appears to be 
easiest in the country or among 
those who, to a great extent, con- 
tinue habits and attitudes of a former 
European background. 


Ir LIVING together of new fami- 
lies is the most dangerous of in-law 
situations, the two families being 
near each other proves a_ close 
second. If the parent is free at all 
hours to visit the household of her 
newly-married child, there is almost 
as much opportunity to create 
jealousy and irritation as when all 
are under the same roof. 

Some mothers unconsciously de- 
stroy the harmony of their daugh- 
ter’s marriage because they are too 
eager to use their greater experience 
to help their child with her home- 
making. If and when she has the best 
of purposes, the mother’s aid or 
advice may be interpreted by the 
husband as an attempt to run things. 
The husband’s ideas, rather than the 
mother’s, should be the concern of 
the wife. If parents would maintain 
a hands-off policy, the in-law prob- 
lem would seldom arise. 


Berore you blame the in-laws 
wholeheartedly, you must be sure 
that you are not selfishly trying to 
possess your spouse. If such is your 
aim, your marriage failure is the 
result of your hostility toward a 
loyalty which you should appreciate 
and accept. 

If there is no doubt that your 
mother-in-law is making trouble you 
still have the question, how much 
does she actually influence her child 
and how important are her results? 

It may be that you are more con- 
cerned with what the mother tries 
to do to influence the upbringing of 
your children. You have the advan- 
tages in the long run. You mean 
more to the children than their 
grandparents. Time is with you. 

None of the causes that lead to 
estrangement in marriage is so diffi- 
cult to handle as friction over money.

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The problem generally is very dif- 
ferent according to whether it is the 
wife’s or the husband’s money. 


From the wife the charge we com- 
monly hear is that there is not a fair 
division of the family income. She 
says that the husband looks upon 
what he earns as his and doles it out 
to her as if it were a gift or payment 
for her personal debts even tho the 
purchases have been almost ex- 
clusively for the family. As she sees 
it, the family is a partnership and 
she deserves her share of the money. 

In other instances she blames the 
husband for his lack of ambition 
and failure to earn an adequate in- 
come. If, before her marriage, she 
was accustomed to a higher standard 
of living than she has had since, 
dissatisfaction is likely to injure the 
marriage relationship. 

The husband’s frequent criticism 
is that his wife is extravagant. It 
may not be, however, the selfishness 
of the wife, but rather her lack 
of experience and her inadequate 
training for her responsibilities. 
Many times the recovery of happi- 
ness would result if the husband and 
wife could work out a budget. In 
the cities, especially, there is oppor- 
tunity for getting help in such plan- 
ning. 


On THE other hand, the wife may 
be attempting to continue a former 
standard of life which the family 
cannot afford, or to imitate someone 
who is financially more fortunate; 
or for some motive, which she her- 
self may not realize, she uses credit 
as a means of relieving frustration. 

The marriage conflict may be the 
result of the infertility or low fer- 
tility of the husband or the wife. The 
first step in handling such a problem 
sensibly is to get the condition de- 
termined by a medical examination. 
This must include both the husband 
and wife, since in more than a third 
of the cases it is the man rather than 
the woman who is infertile. Not 
until every effort has been made to 
restore fertility, if there is hope of 
that, should you take a childless 
marriage for granted. 

Even then, you can adopt a child. 
This may not at first seem a very 
satisfactory solution, but the testi- 
mony of those who have thus solved 
their problem is that in a little while 
they feel as strongly attached to their 
boy or girl as if it were their own. 


Ir IS not strange that we find 
trouble occurring between parents 
on account of their divergent atti- 
tudes toward the training and dis- 
cipline of children. We often find 
that a parent either imitates or reacts 
against the practices of his own 
family in his bringing up. In either 
case the program he wishes to carry 
out is based neither upon the charac- 
teristics of his child nor upon the 
demands of the prevailing social life. 

Usually the mother is more aware 
of the teaching of modern science. 
Her ideas receive from the husband 
sarcasm, ridicule, or opposition. She 
may be troubled by her conviction 
that her child is getting a wrong 
preparation for life and, as a result 
of her feeling, an estrangement de- 
velops. The jealousy of one parent 
of the greater success of the other 
in dealing with their children may 
increase conflict. [ Turn to next page

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It is easy to exaggerate the harm 
that the child is receiving. A divi- 
sion of discipline is, of course, not an 
ideal situation, but on the other 
hand, later in life your child will find 
great divergency of ideals, and it 
may not prove a serious ‘injury to his 
adult experience to be introduced 
so early to a collision of programs. 

There are other reasons for a seem- 
ing failure of marriage that, because 
of their emotional meaning to the 
individual, are difficult to recognize. 
Two of the most common of these 
reasons are parental fixations and 
matrimonial monotony. They both 
represent an immaturity but their 
expression is different. 

In order to understand how a 
fixation comes about, we shall have 
to go back and examine the child- 
hood. root from which the adult 
problem of fixation sprouts. 

It is not mischievous to establish 
the relationship between the parent 
and child that we recognize as 
affection. The danger comes when 
this relationship is so abused and so 
continued that the child does not 
develop the independent personality 
which he must have to meet his 
responsibilities in life. Instead of 
maturing, he leans upon the parent 
for his security and _ satisfactions. 
Fortunately, in the growth of the 
child, there normally arise impulses 


that lead away from the pareni. 
As we would expect, the transition js 
gradual and not without conflict for 
both parent and child. 

The history of the immature per- 
son is a lifetime rehearsal of a de- 
pendency which spoils every enter- 
prise or relationship. Marriage has 
to suffer as do the other associations. 
Indeed the marriage may be des- 
tined to failure because even the 
choice of a mate is influenced by th 
fixation. This particular conse- 
quence of fixation is most likely to 
occur when the relationship is be- 
tween the mother and a son or the 
father and a daughter. 


In ORDER to know whether a fixa- 
tion is at the root of your situation, 
you must try to find out whether you 
have been unreasonably dependent 
emotionally on one of your parents. 
Has your parent interfered? Have 
you always accepted your parent’s 
suggestions? Have you constantly 
revealed that you are more inter- 
ested in your former family life than 
in your present home?

Do you resist your husband’s efforts 
to keep your parent out of your 
quarrels or your problems? 

If you have the.strength and 
sincerity to uncover your fixation, 
you will be able to free yourself from 
your former dependency and meet 
the opportunities of marriage. Your 
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maturity will not only bring you 
creater happiness, but, doubtful 
as it may seem, will also prove an 
advantage to the parent who has 
been unwittingly making you trou- 
ble. 


“ 
I REQUENTLY couples complain 
that their marriage has become mo- 
notonous. Often wives are quite right 
in believing that their marriage ex- 
perience is needlessly tedious and 
that their husbands are to blame for 
this’ It is a peculiar sort of hardship,

Broken sash cords are the commonest window ailment, next to sticking 
sashes. To fix: Raise lower sash, insert hammer in channel as shown in 1, 
and carefully pry out nailed-on stop strip with claws of hammer. (Screw- 
held stops unscrew, need little prying.) Stops on both sides removed, lift 
sash out of window frame and take out weight pocket door by removing 
screws and prying with chisel as shown in 2. Remove weight and broken sash 
cord, then feed new cord thru pulley, using fishing sinker (called a “‘mouse’’ 

on end of light string tied to end of cord. 





44% 5 
Reach into weight box, where “mouse” will have dropped with string, and 
pull new cord over pulley and down thru sash-weight box (see 4). Tie knot 
to hold weight as shown in 5, then replace weight in box and screw door 
back in place. Place sash on sill, pull weight as high as it will go, and cut 
cord off, keeping approximately the amount of slack shown in 6. Tie simple 
knot in end of cord, fit knot in hole in edge of sash, release slack, and cord 
will lie in plowed channel of sash. Soap all sliding surfaces thoroly, nail 
stops back in place, and repair is complete. 





Mechanieal balancers, like the spring-tape kind shown in 1, will banish 
cord and weight troubles and allow draft-leaking weight box to be stuffed 
with insulation. To install: Drive or pry out old pulley, place new balancer 
(face in) over pulley hole and pencil around face of balancer. Using 1-inch 
bit, cut very shallow holes at top and bottom of mortise into which balancer 
face will fit (2). Chisel-cut rest of mortise and enlarge pulley hole to receive 
balancer body (3). Before installing balancer, stuff entire weight box with

crisis kit. It’s somewhat scarce at 
present, but get some if you can. 

If the spill is liquid, blot the area 
dry with a clean white blotter or 
soft cloth.

Just above the hole where sash cord and knot once fit, screw into place the 
hook which will hold the end of the balancer’s metal tape (4). Before re- 
placing sash in frame, pull tape down from each balancer and fit end ring 
over hook in sash (5). Soap sliding parts, replace sash and stop strips. New 
balance and insulation bring smoother operation and cut heat loss around 
window. When buying any mechanical balancer, give over-all sash size to be 
sure of getting proper spring tension. Sash should have )% inch side clearance 
in frame, thin-dime clearance between stops.

Broken pane can be replaced by average handy man. After broken glass 
and metal glazier’s points (small triangles of sheet metal) have been re- 
moved, clean old putty from rebate (pronounced “‘rabbet’’?) with chisel, 
then apply “‘back putty” bedding on which new glass will lie (see 1). New 
glass, cut to measure where you buy it, is next laid in place and glazier’s 
points are driven (2) by tapping screwdriver, held with end lightly on glass 
and exactly perpendicular. Smooth nondrying putty into rebate to seal 
glass, holding putty knife (polished with fine sandpaper) at angle shown in 3. 


Weatherstripping 


No window is complete master 
over winter heat leakage or summer 
dust seepage until it has been thoroly 
weatherstripped, even to the storm 
sash. While any other repair is being 
made, apply some reputable strip- 
ping like the interlocking metal 
channels illustrated here. Sides, top, 
and bottom of both upper and lower 
sash in double-hung windows need 
stripping, as do all four edges of 
casement windows. Compression 
type stripping for storm sash are 
available now or will be as soon as 
war-restricted supplies are released 
to manufacturers. 

While weatherstripping is being 
applied, check to see that window 
clearances are 1” side and thin- 
dime between stops; that the lock 
wedges both sash (or single case- 
ment) tight closed; and that all sur- 
faces which undergo friction are 
lubricated with liberal soaping or 
tallow. 

At the same time, look for rot or 
fungus decay in the wood of the sash 
itself. Treat beginning decay with 
wood preservatives available at 
lumber dealers, hardware or de- 





partment stores. If rot is advanced, 
replace entire sash or parts affected 
with new pieces in stock at most 
lumberyards.

ow to Divide a Peony 


By Leslie MacRae 


Have more of the best without paying out an extra 


cent. See how one good peony can be stretched to 


edge the driveway or give backbone to that new border 


Here's a man with a spade. 
He likes good peonies. And he has 
good peonies. They grow well for 
him because he has full sun, a deep 
clay-loam soil, and the know-how 
that covers the simple requirements 
of peonies. He sets his new ones 
carefully in late September. He 
settles them with the pink crown- 
buds less than 2 inches under. He’s 
careful again in the spring not to 
break off the young shoots as they 
poke thru the loose winter mulch. 

When room for more peonies 
opens up, he looks at his 5-year-old 
plants of his favorite red, Philippe 
Rivoire, at his thriving Therese 
(light pink), and his prettiest white, 
Kelway’s Glorious. These, tho no 
longer expensive, are as handsome 
as peonies come. He decides to 
divide them. 

To keep the permanent level of 
the bed, George first lays a hoe 
handle across the side of each hole 


as he starts to dig. No manure, only 
clean undoctored soil, is pressed 
against the roots. Air pockets are 
filled by the suction of the water, a 
good pailful, poured into the hole. 
The crown buds are. held to within 
1 inch of the hoe handle while the 
water sinks away. Then dry soil is 
used to fill the hole and to mound 
slightly over the newly set plant. By 
spring, all will have settled until the 
pink noses of the new growth start 
up from not over 2 inches under, 
which is just where they should be. 





Plant peonies from September until 
ground freezes. Lay tool handle over 
hole to make sure eyes are set level 
with the ground, and not lower. 





First, dig completely each plant to 
be divided. The trench is dug just 
inside the overhang of the foliage. 
Peony roots are brittle, snap on even 
slight pressure. Peony tops are left 
on for easier handling.

The sharpest stout knife from the 
kitchen comes into play here. Tops 
are clipped, but 4- to 6-inch stubs left 
to protect next season’s buds. Buds 
must be left attached to supporting 
roots; each needs the other. 


Only X-ray could show which 
crown buds belong to which storage 
roots until the whole mass is washed 
clean of soil. An upturned pail makes 
a good rest while applying the full 
force of the hose. Tops are still useful. 





Divisions with 3 to 5 “eyes” apiece 
are best. Broken ends are cut clean to 
facilitate healing and the formation of 
new feeding roots close to the crown 
buds. Roots need not be symmetrical. 
Ready here are two, both good.

September Gardening Guide 


By Harvey Bicknell 


SEPTEMBER is a transition month. Harvest and 
storage are high in the minds of food gardeners. And 
the temptation,to make just one more planting is 
great. Kale sown now will give some greens late this 
fall and with a little protection will produce early next 
spring before other greens can get started. Unless a very 
early freeze hits them, spinach, radishes, onions from 
sets, and leaf lettuce will still produce a crop outside. 

Sow radish and lettuce seeds the latter part of this 
month and line out onion sets in the coldframe. With 
some protection these will produce well into the fall. 

Potatoes can be dug as soon as vines die down, or 
they can stay in the ground for a time because they’re 
not injured by an early freeze. When digging, allow 
them to dry in the sun until the dirt will brush off 
easily. If they came from certified seed last year and 
are free from disease, sort out the small ones now for 
planting next spring. Potatoes that will cube 1 to 
11% inches are just right for seed. They do not have 
to be cut for planting and so are less likely to rot. 
Selection of small potatoes of good quality will not 
mean lowering either the vitality or size of the crop. 


Prolong Harvest. After the first September frosts 
there’s often a long spell of excellent growing weather. 
The gardener who can get his tender and half tender 
plants thru these frosty nights will often harvest a lot 
of extra vegetables. Loose hay makes an excellent 
protection, easy to put on and take off. Sprawly plants 
like New Zealand spinach and upright ones like 
Swiss chard can be protected in this manner. So can 
unstaked tomatoes. Regular spinach can stand a lot 
of frost. But peppers are very tender, so when a frost 
threatens, pick all of any size and keep in a cool place. 


Stere Warm. Pumpkins and squash should be cut 
before frost and allowed to ripen or “cure” in the sun 
for several days. Then store them in a dry, warm 
room at temperatures between 50 and 60 degrees F. 
Bruises and cuts permit the entrance of bacteria which 
hasten decay. Store them so they do not touch each 
other. Cut gourds as-soon as they ripen, which is 
when their skin hardens. Leave 2-inch stems attached. 
Allow them to dry several days, then rub them hard 
with a cloth to remove any dirt and shellat or varnish 
them to preserve the colors. 


Pick Pears Early. The pear is one fruit that should 
be picked somewhat green. If allowed to hang on the 
tree until ripe, the cells of the flesh often break down, 
forming watery brown streaks near the cores, and the 
fruits turn out to be mushy and tasteless. Pick them 
when they begin to show red cheeks. Store in a room 
with temperature between 65 and 70 degrees. For 
best keeping, wrap each pear in tissue paper. 


Apples, Grapes. It pays to take great care not to 
bruise apples when picking. Commercial orchardists 
use metal baskets. If they hear the container ring 
each time_ja fruit is dropped in, they caution the 
picker against bruising. Chill apples quickly, then 
store in a moist room at 40 to 50 degrees. At the 
slightest sign of shriveling, sprinkle water on the floor 
to raise the humidity. If this cannot be done, set pans 
of water on the floor. 

Grapes do not ripen after picking, so they are best 
left on the vine to sweeten as long as possible. For 


juice, they’re improved if left on until after a frost. 


Throw out all bunches with rotten berries. Or if you 
have only a few, pick the rotten ones [ Turn to page 104

carefully out of every grape cluster. 

Watermelons and muskmelons 
will continue to ripen if they’re 
picked dry and stored in a warm 
(40 to 50 degrees), dry place. 


Perennials. Divide large bleeding- 
hearts now. Dig up the clumps and 
separate the roots as much as you 
can, still leaving an eye on each 
root. Replant with the roots hang- 
ing straight down and the eyes each 
1 inch below the surface. Then 
mulch them this winter, because 
these straight roots are often pushed 
out of the ground by alternate 
freezing and thawing. Any clumps of 
doronicum that have grown to be 
18 inches across should be divided 
now. 

Profit from the nurseryman’s ex- 
ample. He keeps dividing his plants 
every year and either enriches the 
soil or uses new ground for each 
planting. This keeps the plants at the 
peak of production. You can do the 
same thing in your garden. Let your 
perennials grow 2 to 3 years, then 
divide those that have developed 
into tight clumps. With such plants 
as columbine, balloonflower, and 
perennial phlox, which do not de- 
velop roots that can be easily divided, 
start new plants from seed often so 
that replacements will be ready. 
Whenever you are resetting a di- 
vided clump or a new perennial put 
just a little manure or some other 
organic matter in the hole and mix 
it well with soil. It usually requires 
but one shovelful or less to each hole. 


Key Plants. Veronicas are a sound 
addition to any perennial border. 
The variety, Royal Blue, has larger 
individual flowers than the others 
and a striking blue color. Veronica 
spicata rubra has _ pinkish-lavender 
flowers (not red) above a mass of 
grayish foliage which makes the 
whole plant outstanding. The old 
stand-by, /ongifolia subsesstlis should 
not be left out because its large, 
deep blue spikes and its long bloom 
period from July to September 
make it most desirable. 

The astilbes bloom June to July 
with feathery, showy plumes. The 
variety, Peach Blossom, is pink; 
Granat is crimson; Deutschland, 
white; and Fanal dark, garnet red 
with bronze Pp. Each of the 
group grows 2 feet high and into an 
18-inch clump. 

Pulmonaria or lungwort planted 
now will cheer your soul early next 
spring with showy blue flowers. 
These plants grow a foot high, best 
in some shade. Plant them around 
the edge of the shrubbery, under 
the tips of the dogwoods and pink 
flowering plums, or tucked around 
the bases of evergreens. — 

Violet Prince of Wales is a vigor- 
ous and dependable grower. It pro- 
duces rich purple flowers over a 
long period. Viola Maggie Mott 
is a pure pale blue that looks well 
in masses or edgings. Plant these to 
border a bed of yellow roses. The 
double Russian violet sounds good 
in catalogs, but I don’t seem to know 
yet how to make it thrive.

wouldn’t hurt if some of the spots 
were spaded up, given a mixture 
of compost and plant food and re- 
seeded. But that’s a lot of work. 

What I decided to do was to give 
these spots a light mulch. I have a 
considerable amount of well-rotted 
compost. So over a wheelbarrow of 
this I scattered several spadefuls of 
fine builder’s sand and as much as I 
thought I ought to spare of my sup- 
ply of plant food. This was mixed 
thoroly, hauled to the front lawn 
and scattered lightly with a spade. 

Just at this moment the 6 o’clock 
news broadcast came on over the 
radio in David’s room upstairs. So 
I sat me down on the lawn and 
listened to it for 15 minutes. 

Then I arose, went over the front 
lawn and hastily cut off the worst 
of the weeds, jabbing at them with 
the spade. This was a most ineffi- 
cient way but it was the only tool I 
had by me at the moment. Besides, 
somebody walked off with my weed 
spud, and tool companies have been 
making bayonets instead of weed 
spuds of late years. By that time it 
was supper—and we had the first 
of the third planting of sweet corn. 


Sent. 16 Now the Egyptian 


onions were on my 
mind this evening. So I did scurry 
forth after a day of labor at the jolly 


old typewriter and plant some, to 
wit, four rows which should supply 
green onions next spring early. 

The way I do this is to dig a 
trench about eight inches deep. I 
put the sets about two inches apart 
in the bottom and cover with an 
inch of soil. In a week or so the little 
onions are growing thru this. As the 
onions grow and I cultivate, this 
trench is gradually filled up. Next 
March I can dig long, white tender 
stems. 

For supper, I brought in a cauli- 
flower. Now let me tell you a secret. 
We never bother to tie up the leaves 
of cauliflower over the head so it 
will bleach white. This doesn’t add 
a thing to the taste and maybe loses 
some of the vitamins. We just let 
Nature do the job. The head is a 
light brown in color—but marvelous 
eating. 

The main work tonight, other- 
wise, was worry. I have some nar- 
cissus clumps that need to be dug, 
divided and reset in another place. 
But brother, the ground right now 
is as hard as a cement walk.
